always to abound with Charity aud Meekneſs 
even to exceſs ; If I ſhould delay to ſatisfie him, 
he would reap roo preat an advantage from our 
| filence, What does he not infinuate againſt us by 
theſe words of his anſwer to our Declaration ? The 


proceedings of thoſe Prelates of whom I have juſt 


cauſe to complain, have been ſuch, rhat I have 
reaſon to think I ſhould not be believed if I re- 
lated them, and indeed it is fit to conceal the 
knowledge thereof from _ Publick. Nothing

can be imagined more vigorous and extream than 
what is included in this difcourſe, wherein by 
feigning a defire to keep filence, he ſays more 
than it he ſpoke out, That he may juſtifie him-

his Anſwer lays down this important matfer of 
Fact : That he had got it to. be propoſed to my

Church in derifion : Bur if People wor't be ſo juſt 
as to look to the Original, they muſt judge with- 
out reaſon. My Lord of Cambray boaſts of it 
every where that he was not the firſt thar wrote, 
that he might thereby perſwade the World he has 
right on his ſide, and lay us under an odium as be- 
ing the unjuſt agrefſors : He dire&ts thoſe words 
to my ſelf; Who was it that writ firſt ? Who was 
it begun the Scandal? Bur is it lawful to diflem- 
ble certain and publick matters of fat ? Who is it 
really that appeared firſt in Print upon this Sub- 
jeR, I or my Lord of Cambray? Vho was it 
that firſt in an Advertiſement at the beginning of 
an important work gave notice that he deſigned 
only to explain more at large the Principles of 
two Prelates, (my Lord of Paris and my ſelf) 
which were made publick to the world in four and 
twenty Propolitions ? Had we agreed together , 
that he ſhould explain our Principles > Had I 
ſo much as ever heard of his Explanation ? 
My Lord of Cambray ſays many things of my 
Lord of Paris; which that Prelate hath confuted 
by unqueſtionable fats, and with gerieral ap- 
plauſe. ' But as to me, the excuſes my Lord of 
Camoray makes bave nat the leaft ground, ſeeing

it is certain that I never ſo much as heard of the 
explanation he had a mind to publiſh of our Com- 


mon Principles. Did I deal with my Lord of 


Cambray in this manner ? And when I was about 
to publiſh the Explanation I had promiſed of our 
Do&trine, did nor I at firſt put the Manuſcript 
into the hands of my Lord of Cambray in order 
to examine it? Theſe are moſt certain matters of 
fats, and ſuch as are not ro be denied: Iam 
then plainly innocent of the difterences that have 
happened berween us; though I am accuſed as 
the Author of all the miſchief : If inftead of ex- 
planing our principles, it appears that we are ac- 
cuſed of Capital Errors : It he fill a whole Book 
with the Notions of Aolinos, and only gild them 
over with ſpecious pretences, ought we to 
ſuffer it > The only thing then we are to do, is 
to examine whether the bottom of our cauſe be 

as good as we have demonſtrated it elſewhere : 

But in the mean time it is clear in the face of the

I. For a long time I heard it from Perſons 
eminent for Piety and Prudence that the Abbot 
of Fenclon was favourable to the - new way of 
Prayer, and I had proofs given me of it,that were 
not altogether to be rejeted, Being concern'd 
for himſelf, for the Church, and for the Princes 
of France, whoſe Tutor he was, I often diſ- 
courſed him upon that Subject, and endeavour'd 
to diſcover his Sentiments in hopes of bringing 
him back to the Truth, if he ſhould a litle 
ſwerve from it., I could not perſuade my ſelf 
| that a Perſon of his Light, and of that docible 
Temper I took him to be, could fall into theſe 
Deluftons; or ar leaſt continue in thew, tho? he 
might perhaps be dazzled by them. | have always 
entertained a firm perſuaſion of the ſtrong influ- 
ence of Truth upon thoſe that hearken to it, and 
I never doubted but the Abbot of Fencion was at- 
tentivefo it. Yet | was ſomewhat uneaſie to find 
he did not enter fo frankly with me upon that 
matter, as he did upon others that we treated of 
ever day. At aft God deliver'd me out of thar 
uneaſineſs - And a Friend tous both, a Perſon of 
eminent Merit and Quality, came when I thought 
leaſt on't,to declare ro me that Madam Gyor and 
her Friends were willing to refer her way of 
Prayer and her Books to my Judgment. It was 
about September, 1693. when this was propoſed 
to me; Now to divine wby they imparted that

Secret to me, whether it was one of thoſe Senti- 
ments of Truft God puts, when he pleaſes, into 
the Hearts of Men, to bring about his hidden 
Deſigns, or whether they only thougkbt that in 
the preſent conjunCture, ſome protector or other, 
muſt be look'd for amongſt the Biſhops + This, I 
fay is beyond my reach, I won't uſe Arguments, 
I deſign only torelate Matters of Fa&t, which,as 
in the ſight of God, I have as freſh in my Me- 
mory as the firſt day, and know them alſo by the 
Writings concerning them, I have in my Hands. 

I am naturally afraid to incumber my ſelf with 
Buſineſs tro which I have not a manifeſt Call ; 
What happens in the Flock committed to my 
Charge, notwithſtanding my Unworthineſs, does 
not give me muchTrouble; I put confidence in the 
Holy Miniſtry, and the Divine Vocation, As for 
that time when they propoſed to me to examine 
that Matter, they repeared fo often, that it was 
the Will of God, and that Madam Guyon, defi. 
ring nothing elſe but to be taughr, a Biſhop in 
whom ſhe truſted could not well refuſe her the 
Iaſtrution ſhe demanded with fo much Humility, 
that at laſt I yielded. I ſoon knew it was the 
Abbot of Fenclon who had given that Counſel ; 
and [ thought ira happineſs to find ſuch a natural 
occaſion offer of explaining my ſelf with him: 
God would have it ſo, I ſpoke ro Madam Gwyon ; 
all her Books were delivered to me, and not only 
the Printed ones, but alſo the Manuſcripts, as her 
Life, which ſhe had written in a great Volume,

marked the pages, and in four or five months I 
fitted my ſelf ro pronounce the Judgment that was 
demanded of me.

I lookt 
upon this immediately as havghty, new, and un- 
heard of, and therefore ar leaſt very ſuſpicious, 
and my heart thar had a continual loathing of the 
Doctrine of the Books I read, was not able to 
brook that manner of giving grace, For if you 
fake it diſtintly, it was neither by her prayers

receiv d their grace according to their degree of 
prayer, and fe'* by being near me that fulneſs of 
grace brought by Feſus Chriſt» It was like a Shuce 
that over-runs with abundance : They did feel 
themſelves filled, and for my part 1 felt my ſelf to 
be emptred,and to be eas'd of my fulneſs: My Soul 
was repreſented to me like one of thoſe torrents that 
fall from the Mount ains with unconceivable 
ſwift, 
-- 5, Whar ſhe tells with particular care is,as has 
been (aid, that there 1s nothing for her ſelf in that 
fulneſs of grace ; ſhe rep-ats every where that all 
was full; there was nothing empty in her: She 
was as a Nurſe that burſts our with Milk, but 
takes none at all for her ſelf : 1 9», ſays ſhe, for 
theſe many years, in a ſtate that ſeems equally naked 
and empty ; and for all that I am wery full: A 
water that fills a Pool to the brink; as long as you 
ſee it keep within beunds, it affords uothing by which 
its fulneſs may be diſtinguiſhed ; bat if @ ſuper- 
abundance be added, it muſt either diſcharge it 
ſelf or burſt out ; I never feel any _ for wy 
ſelf; but when they fir at any time that Fund 
which is inwardly full and calm, that cauſes the 
fulneſs to be felt with ſo much exceſs, that it guſhes 
out upon the ſenſes : It is, continues ſhe, av over- 
flowing- of the fulneſs, @ guſhing-out of a Well,

Being at a time it one of thoſe exceſſes of fulnels,

1 don't ſpeak of thoſe Experiences I 
was referred to; nor yet of certain effeAts which 
poſſeflion, or if you will, a ſtrong fancy, may 
operate, Theſe are nothing elie than proofs, ſee- 
ing they are to be tried and examined according 
to that principle of the Apoſtle, Try the Spirits 
whether they be of God ; trie all things; And again, 
Hold faſt that which is good.

As for the examining 
of ſo ſtrange a Communication, we may well per- 
ceive it is to no purpoſe: All that was good in the 
Anſwer was, that, the Lady promiſed to obey 
and to write to no body ; which I had required, 
ro keep her from medling with direCting of any 
body, as ſhe uſed ro do with an amazing Autho- 
ty : For amongſt other things in her Life, as ap« 
pears alſo by her Printed Expolition upon the 
Canticles, that by an Apoltolical Power and Mif- 
flon wherewith ſhe wasendowed, and to which 
the Souls of ſuch a pitch are raiſed ; ſhe not on- 
ly ſaw clearly into the bottom of the Souls, but 
likewiſe received a | marvelous] Authority upon 
the Bodys and Souls of ſuch. as our Lord bad given 
ber, The inward ſtate, ſays ſhe, ſeems to be in 
my hand, (by the flowing out, as has been ſaid, of 
that Grace communicated out of her fulneſs) . 
without

without their knowing how, nor wherefore they could 
not forbear to call me their Mother; and when 
they had taſted of my direion all other condudt was 
burthenſome to them, 


10. Amidſt the precautions I madeuſe of a- 


gainſt the courſe of thoſe Deluſions, I continued 
my reading, and came tro that place where ſhe 
foretells the approaching Reign of the Holy Ghoſt 
over all the Earth : A terrible perſecution againſt 
her method of Prayer was to ptecede it ; I ſaw, 
ſays ſhe, The Devil unbound again(} the (aid Pray- 
er, and againſt me.: That he was a going to raiſe 
a ſad Perſecution againſt the followers of that ſort of 
Prayer: He was afraid ts attach my ſelf : He 
feared me too much: Sometimes I defied him : 
He was afraid to appear : I was as terrible to him 
as a Thunderbolt. 

I 1. One Night {ſays ſhe to God) being throug bly 
awake,You ſhewed me unto my ſelf under the form of 
that Woman m the Revelations: You ſhewed me 
that Myſtery ; you made me to compreh:nd that 
Atoon : My Soul was above viciſſitude and changes. 
She remarks aiio her ſelf and the Sun of Tuſtice 
that ſurrounded her, and the Divine Vertues which 
made as it were a Crown about her Head: She 
was big with Fruit ;, that , of that Spirit, Lord, 
ſaid ſhe, that you were willing to communicate to 
my Children : The Devil throws up a flood againſt 
me :1t us Calumny : The Earth would not ſwallow 
it up: It ſhould fall by little and little: T ſhould 
have Millions of Children : After the ſame man< 
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C18) 
ner ſhe applies her ſelf ro the reſtof the Pro- 
phecy, | 

12. Afterwards ſhe ſees the Viſtory of ſuch as 
as ſhe calls the Martyrs of the Holy Ghoſt, O 
God, fays ſhe, As an inſpired Perjen, you do 
bold your peace : Tou will not always be ſilent. After 
this Enthuſiaſtick fit, ſhe ſhews the Conſummati» 
on of all things by the extent of rhat ſame Spirit 
over all the Earth, A little atrer ſhe gives an Ac- 
count that going to Verſailles ſhe ſaw the Kmg a 
Hunting afar «ff : That ſhe was taken up in a 
Divine Rapture with ſo intire a Poſſeſſion that ſhe 
was confrained to ſhut ber Eyes: She had then an 
aſſurance that His Majeſty would afſiſt her in a par- 
ticular manner, &c, Says ſhe, O that our Lord 
would permit 1 ſhould ſpeak to him ; 1 write, goes 
fhe on, in order to {conceal nothing; the matter 
finds little credit now becauſe ſhe w @ cried down 
Perſon, But ſhe had in the mean time an aſſurance 
that ſhe ſhould be delivered from Reproaches by 
means of a Female Proteftreſs, who we know fa- 
vours her very little, tho' ſhe names her in two 
parts of her Life, 

12, Every one may make their reflections up- 
on the Prophecies of that Lady as they pleaſe ; 
as for me [I will infiſt only on matters of Fact : ] 
This is a very conſiderable one 5 in one of her 
Enthufiaſtick fits upon the Wonders fhe appre- 
hends God was about to work by her ; it ſeems 
to me ſays ſhe, as if God hath choſen me in this 
Age to overthrow Humane Reaſon: To efta. 
bliſh the Wiſdom of God by overthrowing the 

Wiſs 
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Wiſdom of the World: He wi! Eſtabliſh the 
Cords of bus Empire in me, and the Nations will 
acknowledge bis Power ; Hu Spirit ſhall be [[pour- 
ed upon all Fleſh :} They ſhall Sing the Song of the 
Lamb, as 8 Virgin, and they that will Sing it 
ſhall be utterly diſapropriated : What 1 bind ſhall be 
bound, and what I lufe ſhall be unlooſed: 1 am 
that Stone fafined by the Holy Crofs, rejefed by 
ahe Builders ; the reſt i have read my ſelf ro the 
Abbot of Fenelon : He knows well who were pre- 
ſent at the Conference, and it was tnmſelf alone 
whom I regarded, becauſe it, was he who ought as 
a Prieſt to teach others. 

14, Madam Guyon continues to afſume to her 
ſelf a Prophetick Air in her explanation of rhe 
revelations from whence 1 have extracted theſe 
words : The time is at hand; it 1s nearer than we 
think_; for God will chuſe two particular Witneſſes, 
whether it be thoſe who are reaky living and are 
to give Teſtimony ; or theſe juſt now ſpoken of 
(which are Faith and pure Love: ) And after- 
wards, O 7Aypery truer than the day that ſhines, 
Jou are now bookt upon as a flory, as little Chil- 
drens Tales, as diabolical things: The time ſhall 
come when all thoſe things ſhall be lookt upon with 
rejpetf, becauſe they ſhall ſee then rhbat they come 
from God ; he himſelf will pr:ſ:rwve them until the 
day he has appointed to bave them declared, 

I5, It is of her writings the rhus ſpake, She 
inſinuates in every place of her Lite that they are 
inſpired: She brings as a remarkable proof there- 
of, the wonderful (wiftneſs of her hand,and omits 
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(20) 
nothing to ſhew that ſhe is the Pen of that ready 
Writer ſpoken of by David. Her Diſciples have 
boaſted of this to me an Hundred times: She her 
ſc]f boaſts that her Writings ſhall be preſerved by 


Miracle ; and one day it ſhall come to paſs, ſays 


ſhe, again, in her Expoſition on the Revelati- 
ons, that it is written here ſhall be no more Bar- 
barous nor Foreign. 

16, Thus ſh: entertains her Hearers, with 
hopes of wonderful things to come. | have tran- 
ſcribed with my own hand one of her Letters to 
Father Ja Combe; of which I ſhall ſpeak in its 
place : I have given back the Original, which

was given me from a ſure hand, to take a Copy 
of ir, Not toinfiſt upon her Predictions, mixed 
with truth and faiſehocd, which ſhe continually 
ventures at ; I ſhall only remark, that therein ſhe 
confirms her empty Viſions upon the Woman Big 
with Child in the Revelations ; and it 1s perhaps 
for this reaſon ſhe inſerts in her Life that pretend- 
ed Propherical Letter, 

17, I Collected every thing I thought uſeful 
to open the Eyes of the Abbot of Fenelon, whom 
I thought uncapable of being deceived by the De- 
iufions of ſuch a Prophetefs when I ſhould ſet them 
before him ; but here are other Remarks befides 
that I made, for the ſame end. 

18, I know not how [ ſhall do to explain the 
thing that offers firft, For, ſays ſhe, That Dream 
fo ſeized me, and my Mind was ſo clan, that 
there remained jn me neither diſtinttion nor thought 
except what our Lord gave me, But what _

that Dream then ? And who is it that this Infpi- 
red Woman faw therem? A Mountain where 
ſhe was received by Jeſus Chriſt : A Room where 
ſhe asks, for whom thoſe two Beds were thar ſhe 
ſaw : There's one for my Mother, and the other 
for you my Spouſe: And alutle after, | have 
choſen you to be here with me. When reprov- 
ed Madam & yon tor fo ftrange a Viſion : When 
[ repreſented to her that Bed for a Spouſe ſepararcd 
from the bed of theMother,as if the Mother of God 
in a Spiritual and Myſtical Sence, was not fo to 
ſpeak the Bride of all Brides : She always anſwer- 
ed me: It isa Dream. Bur, faid I to ber, it 13 
a Dream that you give us a great Myſtery, and 
as the ground of your manner of Prayer, sr rather 
not of 4 Prayer, but of a State, of which nothing 
can be'ſaid becauſe of its great Purity, But to 
paſs oyer this, and you, O Lord, if I durſt 1 
would beg of you one of your Seraphims with the 
moſt burning of all its Coals to purifie my Lips 
that are polluted by this Narrative though abſc- 
lutely neceffary, 

19. I ſhall with les trouble ſpeak of another 
effect of the Title of Bride, I meet with in the 
Life of that Woman, Itisthu:z She came to a 
State wherein ſhe could no more pray to the Saints 
nor even to the Holy Virgin, Chat is already a 
great evil ro acknowledge ſuch a State, fo contra- 
ry to the Catholick DoErine : But the reaſon ſhe 
gives of it is far more ſtange ; It i not, ſays fhe, 
for the Bride, but for the Domeſticks, to pray to 
others to pray for therz; as it every pure Soul was 
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| (22) 
not a Bride : Or that ſhe werethe only perfe& 
one: Or as if the Bleſſed Souls we were to pray 
unto were not Brides more united to God than 
whatfoever is moſt Holy, and moftunited to him 
upon Earth, | 

20, What we molt frequently meet with in 
that Book, and in all her other Books > 1s, that 
this Lady was without Error. This is the mark 
ſhe gives every where of ber ſtate, intirely united 
to God, and of her Apoſtleſhip ; but though her 
Errors were infinite, that which I rook notice of 
mo, was, that which concerned the exclufion 
of all defires, and of all petitioning for ones ſelf 
by reſigning up our ſelves to the Will of Gad 
how ſecret ſoever-it be; in reſpe&t either of 
our Damnation orSalyation. This 1s the Reign- 
ing Doctrine in all that Ladies Printed Books 
avd Manuſcripts; and upon which I «xamined 
her ina long Conference [ had with her private- 
iy, I fhewed her in her Writings and cauſed it 
to be repeated to her ſeveral times, That every 
Petitzon for ones ſelf carried ſome intereſ# along 
with it contrary to pure Love, and conformity to 
the will of God; and at laſt very preciſely that 
fhe could not ask any thing for her ſelf. What, ſaid 
[ to her, | can't you ask nothing for your ſelf ? 
No, anſwered ſhe, I cannot. She was much per- 
plexed about the Petitions of the Lords Prayer : 
I faid to her: What, cannot you beg of God the 
remiſfion of your Sins > No, replied ſhe ; Well, 
ſaid I ro her again immediately, I whom you make 
the Judge of your way of Prayer ; T order you, 
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as God does by my Mouth, to fay after me; 
Lord. beſeech thee forgive me my Sins. [ can, 
faid ſhe, well enough repeat thoſe words; but 
to make the ſentiment thereof enter into my 
Heart is againſt my way of filent Prayer. It was 
then that ] declared to her that T could no more 
allow her the uſe of the Holy Sacraments whilſt 
ſhe enrerained ſuch Doftrine ; and thar her Pro- 
poſition waz Heretica!l, She promiſed me four 
or five times to receive inſtructions, and to ſub- 
mit :0 its and this was the end of our Conference, 
Ic waz hnuld in the beginning of the year 1694, as 
I can caiily juſtifie by the Dates of the Letters re- 
lating thereunto, | 
Soan after, this was followed by another more 

important Conference with the Abbot of Fenelon 
in his Appartment at Verſailles ; I entred into the 
ſame full of confidence, that by fſhewing him in 
Madam Guyons Books all the Errors and Exceſies 
jaſlt now mentioned, he would agree with me 
that ſhe was deceived, and was in a tate of delu- 
flion, All the anſwer I had was, that ſeeing ſhe 
had ſubmitted as to the Point of Doctrine, the 
Perſon muſt not be condemned : As for all the 
other Excuſes, thoſe prodigious communications 
of grace, as for what ſhe (aid of her ſelf, of the 
height of her graces, of the ſtate of her eminent 
ſanctity ; that ſhe was the Woman wich Child in 


the Revelations, her to whom:it was. given to 


bind and to unbind, the Corner Stone, and the 
reſt of that Nature ; he told me that it was the 
practifing what St, Paul ſays; Try the Spirits; as 
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for the great things,ſhe ſaid of her ſelf ,—it was a 
magnanimity in her not inferior to that of S.Paul 
when he recounts all his gifts, and that it was that I 
very thiog that muſt be tried. God gave me 
quite other ſentiments : Her ſubmiſſion did 
not render her form of filent prayer good; bur 
gave us only hope that ſhe ſhould be brought 
back into the right way : The reſt appeared ro 
me manifeſt deluſions, that there was no need of 
any other proof, but only a plain relation of the 
matter of tat, I intimated my Opinion with all 
imaginable freedom, bur ar the ſame time with all 
poſſible meeknefs, fearing nothing ſo much as to 
exaſperate him whom 1 defign'd to bring again 
into the good way, I withdrew aftoniſhed to find 
a man of ſuch fine wir, admiring a Woman whole 
Iight was fo ſhort, her merit ſo little, and her de- 
lufzcons fo palpable. The tears I poured out then 
in the {tgbt of God, were none of thoſe where- 
with my Lord of Cambray upbraids me now; you 
ſhed tears tor me, and you tear me in pieces, [ 
detign'd nothing elfe but ro conceal what I faw, 
without opening my mind to any but to God 
alone and bardly could [ believe it my ſelf ; Nay, 
I wifh'd I had been able to hide it from my felt : 
I as it were felt my ſelf trembling, and afraid art 
every ſtep leſt 1 ſhould fall as well as a perſon of 
ſo much light; yet I did not loſe courage, but 
comforted my ſelf trom the <xperience of ſo many 
great Spirits whom God hath humbled for a little 
while, to make them afterwards walk more ſted- 
taſtly ; and I applicd my felf ſo much the more 


to 
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ro undeceive the Abbot of Fenelow, becauſe they 
whom we-had inſtructed were under his Charge. 

21, Alittle after this Conterence,l wrote a long 
Letter to Macam Gwen, wherein I cxplained my 
ſelf upon the difhculties juſt now menticned ; re- 
ſerving ſome of them tor a larger examination : I 
markt all my own Scntiments, as | have juſt now 
repreſenred them; not torgetting thoſe prodigious 
communications, nor the Authoriry of binding 
and unbinding ; her Viſtons upon the Rewelations, 
and the other things I have related, My Letrer is 
of the 4th of March 1694. her Anſwer that fol- 
lows upon it 1s very | ſubmiſſive] 8nd juſtifies all 
the matters of fact I have advanc'd as to the Con- 
tents of the Books, She accepted my Advice to re- 
tire, & neither to be ſeen or to write to any body 
otherwiſe than about her buſineſs; I cid much 
eſteem the docible Temper that appeared in her 
Letter ; and I applied all my attention ro the dif- 
abuſing the Abbat.of Fenelon, as to a perſon 
whoſe Conduct was fo ſtrange,

appointed, with power to inform themſclves,8 to 
prenounce Judgment upon her Life. The Copy ſhe 
Aent me of her Letter,& that which ſhe joyned to 
it,ſhew by their Dates,that this happened in Fune 
1094. This wasa deſign to fulfil her Predictions, 
and for thatend Mad. Gayon gave a ſpecious turn 
to the thing,dexterouſly in fiauating that ſhe muſt 
be cleared of the Crimes ſh? was accuſed of, with- 
out which they would enter upon the examinati- 
on of herD3Qtrine with too much prejudice.Bur 1t 
3s not ſo caſte a matter to (urprize an enlightned 
Piety, It was foon perceiv'd by the Mediatreſs 
ſhe had choſen, that this Propoſal of the Commiſ- 
finers, b={1des other inconveniences, ſhot wide of 
the Mari, which was to begin by examining the 
Doctrines conrained in her Wrirings they had in 
hand, and in the Books wherewith the Church 
was overfl»wed, and fo the Propoſal dropt off it 
ſelr: Madam Guyon yielded, and then demanded 
by her Friends the thing in the World that was 
mo't agreeable to me ; viz, that to put an end to 

an examination of a thing of that importance, ' 
wherein the matter of Q1eſtion muſt be through- 
ly canvaſs'd, and a ſort of prayer ſo pernicious,

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Mr, Tronſon ſuperior General of the Congrega- 
tion of St, Seipice, The Letter by which Madam 
Gayon acquaints me With this flep, makes our to 
the full 2]| the reaſons that incuced her ro ſubmir 
to thoſe two Gentlemen and to my ſelf, 'The laft 
of *em was unknown to me, except by his repu- 
tation: Bur the Abbor of Ferelon and his Friends 
had a particular confidence in bim, As fer Mr, de 
Chaalens, it is known with what holy friencſhip 
he and I have always been united: He was alſo 
an intimate Friend to the Abbot of Fezelon, With 
ſuch Collegues I hoped to compaſs all things, The 
Kivg was acquainted with the thing fo far as it 
related to Madam Guyen only, and approved of 
it, The Archbiſhop of Pars has explained what 
was written to h:m upon that acccunt, ai:d what 
be anſwered. The Books I had ſeen were delivered 
ro thoſe perſons; The Abber of Fenelon begun 
then very, privately to write upon that matter, 
The Writings te ſent us ai.gmented every days 
and without naming in them Mzdam Gyzon or 
her Books ; every thing he wrote tended to main- 
tain or fo excuſe them : The thing really 1n que- 
ſtion was thoſe Beoks,and they mace the ſole Sub. 
3x of our Meetings, The filent prayer of Ma- 
dam Guyon was, that M, de Fenclen was for, ard 
perhaps 'twas his own in a particular manner, 
That Lady did not forget her ſelf, and during 
' ſeven or eight months that we applied our felves 
to ſo ſerious a diſcufſien ; ſhe ſent us fifteen or fix- 
teen big Bundles, { which.I have ſtill) to make a 
parallel betwixt her Books, the holy. Fathers, Di- 
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vines, and the Spiritual Authors, All this was at- 
tended with proffers of entire ſubmiſſion. The Ab- 
bot-of Fenelon took the trouble with ſome of his 
Friends to come to 1by, a houſe belenging to the 
Seminary of Sr, Sulpice, where we were obliged 
to hold our Conference, becauſe of the infirmities 
of Mr. Tronſon. They all defired thar we would 
enter upon that examination tkroughly, and pro- 
teſted they would refer all to our Judgment. Ma- 
dam Guyoz teſtified the ſame ſubmiſſion by Letters 
full of reſpe&, and afterwards our only care was 
ro terminate that Aﬀair very privately, ſo as to 
prevent all ſuſpicion of any difſention in the

ons, - 2, We began to read, with more Prayers than 

i Study, and with Groans, God knows, for all 
the Writing they ſent us, eſpecially thoſe of 
the Abbot of Fenelon: To compare all the 
paſſages, and often to read over again whole 
Books bow tedious and laborious ſoever the read- 
ing thereof might be, The long extracts | have 

by me ſhew what attention we gave to an Aﬀeair, 
wherein really the Church was fo nearly concern- 
ed ; ſeeing the thing in queſtion was no lefs than 
to hinder the revival of Quietiſm, which we ſaw 
apain appearing in the Kingdom, by the Writings 
of Madam Guyon which were ſpread over all, 


3. We look upon it as the greateſt misfortune 
of 31, that ſhe bad the Abbot de Fenelon for her | 
Defender : His Wit, his Eloquence, His Vertue, 
the place he fillzd, and thoſe he was deſigned for. 

| E Engaged 
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Engaged us to labour with utmoſt *diligence to 
reclaim him, Wecould not deſpair of ſucceſs ; 
for although he wrote to us things that we muſt 
own made us afraid, the memory whereof is as 
freſh to thoſe perſons as zo mezhe mixed them with 
ſo many teſtimonies of ſubmiſſion, that we could 
not perſwade our ſelves that God would deliver 
him up to a Spirit of Error, The Letters he 
wrote to me during the examination of this Book, 
and before we had come to a Final Reſolution, 
breathed out nothing but obedience ; and-tho 
he - furrendred himſelf entirely ro thoſe Gentle- 
men : I muſt own here, that beſide my being the 
Prefident of the Conference, he ſemmed to ad- 
dreſs himſelf ro me with ſo particular a freedom, 
becauſe we had Þeen Jong uſed ro treat together 
of the Theological matters in diſpute : One of 
thoſe Letters was conceived in the following 
terme, 

4. I receive my Lord with= great 
acknowledgement the kindneſs you ſhew me. 1 can't 
but ſee that you are willing out of Charity 10 
70 ſettle my Heart in Peace : But 1 confeſs it ſeems 
to me, that you are ſemewhat afraid to give me a 
true and perfett ſceurity in my State. When ever 
you pleaſe 1 ſhall acquaint yow as to my Confeſſer with 
whatever may be comprized in a General Confeſſion 
of my whole Life, and of all that regards my 
imwerd State, When I beſought yow to tell me 
rhe truth, and not to ſpare me, it was neither for- 
mal Complement, nor @ trick to diſcover your ſenti- 
ments; If 1 bad a mind to uſe Art it ſhould be in 
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other things, and we ſhoui!d not have come to ths 
paſs. I never defired any thing, but what I will ewer 
wiſh, that «, if itbe Gods willthati may know 
be Truth, Tama Prieft, 1 owe ail tothe Church, 
and nothing to my {elf; nor to my perſonal Reputa- 
tron, I declare t0'you ftiil my Lord, That I wont 
abide in Error one mument through my own fault, 
If 1qdon's abandon it without delay 1 declare it i 
70u who are the cauſe of it, ſeeing you determine 
nothing tome, 1 do not value my place, but I am 
ready to leave it if I am rendred unworthy of it by 
my my Errors, 1 ſummon you in the Name of 
God, and for the Leve you bave tothe truth, to 
cell it me im the utmoſt ſeverity. I ſhall go and 
hide my ſelf and do Pennance the remaining part 
of my Days ; after having abjured and recanted 
zbe Erronions Doctrine that bas ſeduced me; But 
if my DoGFrine be innocent, do not keep me in (uſ- 
pence out of ſome Humane Reſpeft. To you it ap- 
pertains to inſtru with Autbority thoſe rhat. are 
{candalized, becauſe they know not the Operations 
of God 3n the Sin! : Y.u know with what confi- 
dence 1 bavve delivered my ſelf to you, and applied 
my ſelf without inter miſſion, that you ſhould not be 
Ignorant of my ſtrongeſs perſweſioms, There 1e- 
mains nothing for me to do but toobey, Fort 
mat the Man, or the wiſts Grand Dotior that [ 
eſrcem in you ;, it is God And thrugh you ſhould 
nit aks your ſelf, my ſimple and upright obedience 

all ct deceive me; and 1 account it as mo- 
thing to miſtake, when I do it with Uprightneſs 
end Humility under the band of thoſe who have 
Autho- 
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Authority in the Church. Once more, my Lord, 
if you doubt newer ſo little of my decible Temper 
withou reſerve,be pleaſed to put it to the proof with» 
out [pairing me. Although your mind us more 
enlightned than that of any other Man. 1 pray to 
God, that he would be pleaſed to take away all your 
yy Wiſdom and te leave you none but that which 
6 9788. 

5. Thus, you have the whole Letter word 
by. word. And may ſee by his Offers to leave 
all, and tro make a Solemn Recantation of what 
conſequence the matter was, and how far he was 
engaged therein : Though hz had not as yet writ 
any Defence of the new way of Prayer, 1 accepr- 
ed with joy the Prayer he made for me, that I 
might loſe all my own Wiſdom, which indeed 
I did not relie on; and I endeavoured to liſten to 
nothing but Tradition, 

Thus ſecing the Abbot of Fenelon fo well dif- 
poſed to ſubmir, 1 look upon it as an injuſtice to 
entertain any doubt of his compliance. Ir never 
entred into my mind that the Errors wherein I 
faw him involv'd, tho' in themſelves very impor- 
rant and pernicious,could ever do him any injury, 
or debar him from the Cignities of the Church, 
They were not afraid in the fourth Age to make 
the famous Syneſizs a Biſhop, tho' he confefled 
many Errors z they knew him ſo well diſpoſed 
and fo tull of compliance, that tney did not fo 
much as think that thoſe Errors,thu* Capital ones, 
ought to be an obſtacle ro his Promotion, I do 


not ſpeak thus to juſtifze my (cl : I oply fer down 
the 
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the matter of fat, the judgment whereof I refer 
' to thoſe who conſider it : If they will defer their 
Judgment until they have ſeen the'effe&t of the 
whole, they will do me a great favour. Every 
thing here depends upon what follows ; ſo that 
ris not poſiible for me to conceal any thing from 
the Reader, without involving. ail in darkneſs, 
| Moreover, the compliance of Syweſizs was no 
greater than that which the Abbor of Fenelon 
ſh-wed. Another of his Letters contain theſe 
words. 

6. *I cannot forbear to ask you with a full 
© \ubmifſion, whether you have at preſent any 
* thing to require of me, I conjure you in the 
© Nameof God, not to have any regard for me 
© in any thing ; and without expecting the Con- 
© ference you promiſe me, if you now believe that 
* I owe any thing to the Truth, and to the 
*.Church wherein | am a Prieſt, one word with- 
© out Arguments ſhall ſufhice, I hold only one 
© thing which is ſimple obedience, fo that my Con- 
© ſcience is in yours. If I do amiſs, it is you who 
* make me to err for want of adviſing me. Ir is 
* your part to anſwer for meif I continue one mo- 
* ment in the Error. I am ready to be filent, to 
© recant, to accuſe my ſelf, and even to retire, if I 
© have fail'd as to what I owe to the Church, In 
©a word, regulate me in whatever you pleaſe; 
* and ii you do not believe me, take me at my 
* word toentangle me, Afrer ſuch declaration I 
*think I ought not to conclude with Comple- 
© ments,

&« already beſought you not to delay one mo- 
« meat, out of any reſpe& to me, the deci- 
« fjon that I beg of you. If youare reſolved

< befeech yon to do it with 2s much ſpeed as 
«yu ſhall be deſir'd. I had as good, nay, 
&* rather recant to Day than to Morrow. 
The reſt was to the ſame purpoſe, and con- 


cluded: with theſe words : © Deal with me 


** as. with a School-boy, without minding el- 
* ther-my place, or your ancient Kindneſles 
* towards me; [I ſhal] be all my life full of 
« Acknowledgment and Compliance, if you 
« deliver me, as ſoon as poſlible, out of Er- 
© ror. God forbid I ſhould propoſe this, 
© to engage you into a precipitant Deciſion, 


_ © to the diſadvantage of Truth ; I only wiſh 


© you would not delay at all on my ac- 
* count. 

8. Thoſe Letters were written to me by 
the Abbot of Fenclon, betwixt the 12th of 
December, 1694. and the 26th of Fanuary 
1695. during which time we were draw- 
ing up. the Articles. Having read all the 
Writings, as well thoſe of Madam Guyon, 
as of Monſieur Fenelon, wherein we com- 
priſed the Condemnation of all the Errors 
we found in tone and Cother ; weighing all 
the Words, and endeavouring not only to 
reſolye all the Difficulties that -P_ 
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but alſo to prevent | by - Prineiples) thoſe 
that migat ariſe afterwards. We were at 
firſt, after the reading of the Writings, for 
Converſation by word 'of Mouth 3 but we 
feared leſt by bringing things to a Diſpute, 
we ſhould fooner exaſperate, than be- able 
to inſtru&t a Perſon whom God was pleaſ- 
to lead into a better Way, which was 'that - 
of an Abſolute Submiſſion. He wrote. thus 
himſelf to us, in a Letter I have yet by 
me: © Spare your ſelves the trouble of 
« entring upon that Diſcuſſion: Take the 
© thing in groſs, and begin by ſuppoſing 
& that I' have miſtaken my ſelf in my Cita- 
<« tions. 'I forſake them allz I dor't pre- 
8% * tend either to underſtand Greek, or-to 
8 ij * make fine Arguments upon Paſlages : I 
'S { « infiſt only upon thoſe that you think may 
< deſerveſome regard : Pronounce my Judg- 

* ment according to thoſe, and give a De- 
Ecifion upon the eſſential Points; after 
* which, the remaining part will be of 
© little moment. By this it may be percetv- 
'F; ed, that we had declared our ſelves enongh 
[Wu upon his Writings. He had explained him- 
+ ſelf therein ſo thoroughly, that we: per- 
3H 7 fealy comprehended his Sentiments. We 
| met every day ; we agreed ſo well on the 
Point, that there was no need of a long 

| Diſcourſe. Notwithſtanding, we carefully 
_ -; collefted what the Abbot of Fenelon had 
Fi told us at the beginning, .and what he ſpoke 
_ -: X upon 
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upon. occaſion, We dealt plainly, as is u- 
fual among Friends, without taking any ad- 
vantage one another z and ſo much 
the more , becauſe we our ſelves, whom 
they took for Arbitrators, had no other 
Authority over the Abbot of Fenelon 
than what he himſelf gave us. It ſeem'd 
that God- made his Heart. ſenſible of the 
Way we were to follow, in order to re- 
claim him gently, without offedning ſo fine 
and acute a Spirit. The Examinanion laſt- 
ed long: It is true, the Neceſſities of our 
Dioceſles cauſed forme interrvption to our 
Conferences. As to the Abbut of Fenelon, 


we had rather not to have given him a- 


ny trouble at all about his Opinions, than 


_to ſeem to have. condemned him raſhly, 


and before we had heard al] his defences. 
It was ſomething of a Blow given to them, 
to bold - them as ſupicious, and to ſubject 
thzem to Examination. The Abbot of Fen- 
con had reaſon indeed to tell us, That af- 
ter all, we knew not his Opinions any o- 
ther way but by himſelf, As he could have 
conceaPd them from us, ſo the freedom 
wherewith he diſcover'd. them, was to. us 
a mark of his docible temper ; and we 
concealed them ſo much the more carefully, 
the more freely he diſcover?d them to us. 
9. So that during all the time we three 


, treated of that Aﬀeair with him, that is, for 


Eight or Ten Months, the Secret was no leſs 
M2: impene- 
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impenetrable than it had been during the 
time that I alone was upon it. It muſt be 
confeſs'd here, that the leaſt whiſper to 
the King, of the Abbot de Fenelon's favour- 
ing M. Guyon and her Dodqrine., would 
have produced ſtrange effects in the Mind 
of a Prince ſo Religious, fo nice as to mat- 
tets of Faith, and ſo circumſpe@ in fil- 
ling up the great Places of the Church ; 
and the leaſt that this Abbot mnſt have-ex- 
pected from it, had been an unavoidable 
excluſion from all Dignities. But we did 
not ' {o much as ſuſpe& (at leaſt for my part 
I own it) that. any thing was to be feared 
trom a Man, whoſe return was thought £ 
fure, his Mind fo docible, and his Intentions 
{o upright; and whether it were by Rea- 
ſon, or prepoſſeſſon ; or if you will, through 
Error: (Forl rather here make a publick 
Confeſſion, than - ſeek to defend my ſelf) 
[ thought the Inſtruction of the Princes'of 
France in too good a hand, not to do, on 
this occaſion, whatever might conduce to 
the keeping of ſo important a Truſt there- 
In. « 
r0. I carried that Confidence to the high- 
eſt pitch, as will be known by the tol- 
lowing Diſcourſe. It was the Will of God, 
perhaps to humble me :, And perhaps alſo, 
{ fin'd by putting too much- confidence in 
the Knowledge I believ?d a Man endowed 
Fit); or elſe, that in reality, I thought 
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TI might put confidence in the ſtrength of 
Truth, and power of Grace; I ſpoke with 
too much aſſurance of a thing that ſurpaſ- 
fed my Power: However we acted upon 
that ground, and as we were labouring to 
reclaim a Friend, ſo we applyed our ſelves 
with a ſcrupulous regard to manage his 
precious Reputation. | 

11, It was this that inſpired us -with 
the Deſign you ſhall hear of preſently. 
We thought our ſelves obliged, in order 
to ſet bounds to his Thoughts, to reſtrict 
him by ſome thing under his hand z; bur, 
at the fame time, we propoſed to our 
ſelves, in order to avoid making him look 
like one that rerraced., to have him fign 
with vs as an Aſlociate in our Delibera- 
tions, Ve had no other deſign in any re- 
ſpe&t, but how to fave ſuch a Friend; 
and we were unanimouſly agreed for his 
Advantage. 

12. A little while after, he was named 
to the Archbiſboprick of Cambray, We 
applauded the Choice, as did every body 
elſe, and he continu'd nevertheleſs in that 
way of ſubmiſſion God put him in: The 
higher he was to be raiſed upon the Can- 
dleſtick, the more I thought he ſhould at- 
tain to that great ſplendor, and to the 
grace of the Epiſcopal 'State, through the 
humble compliance we ſaw in him. So 
we continued the forming of our Sentence; 
| D 2 ant 
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and he of his own accord begg'd it of us 
with the {ame humility. The Four and 
Thirty Articles that were drawn up at 
Iſſp in our private Conferences, Mon- 
{ur de Chaalons and I, - preſented to the new 
Prelate in my Apartment at Yerſailles. The 
Archbiſhop of Paris has expreſſed in his 
Anſwer to the Archhiſhop of Cambray, 
how uneaſte he was in reading it. We 
told him without diſputing, with an Epiſ- 
copal ſincerity, how he ought to diſpoſe 
of the Writings he had ſent us in ſo great 
numbers 3 he ſaid not a word; and not- 
withſtanding the reluftancy he had ſhew- 
ed, he offer'd that very moment, to ſign 
the Articles meerly out of obedience. We 
thopght it more fit to put them into his 
hands, that. he might peruſe them ſome 
time. Tho* they went to the quick, or ra- 
ther indeed overthrew the Foundation of 
the new way of Prayer; yet their Prin- 
Ciples being clear, we thought that the Ab- 
bot of Fenelou would not contradi& them, 
when once he underſtood them. He brought 
us ſome reſtrictions to every Article, which 
eiuded all the ſtrength of them 3; and the 
ambiguity. thereof did not © only ' render 
them uſeleſs, but alſo dangerous; we did 
not think fit to admit them. My Lord 
of Cambray yielded, and the © Articles 
were Signed at 1ſy, at M, Tronſons, the zoth

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73; When the Archbiſhop of Cambray ſays © 


- inf his Anſwer to our. Declaration, that 
he drew :up the Articles with us; 1 am 
ſorry he has forgotten thoſe holy Diſpo- 
fitions God had then put him into. It 
has been ſeen by the Letters he wrote, 
during the time we were buſfie in drawing 
thoſe Articles, that he begg'd a Deciſion 


without Arguments, If we came to be of 


that Opinion. I deſire thoſe that read this, 
not to impute it to any havghtineſs or 
-* diſdain, God forbid! on any other occaſion 
we would have accounted it an honour to 
deliberate with a Man of ſo much Light 
and Merit, who was moreover going to be 
received into our Epiſcopal Body, but at 
that time God ſhewed him another way ; 
which was, that he muſt obey without ex- 
amining, Men muſt be led in the Path 
which it pleaſes God to open unto them, 
and by the Diſpoſition his grace puts into 
their Hearts. Therefore the firſt time M. 
de Cambray ſpoke of our Thirty Four Ar- 
ticles, (which was in the Advertiſement of 
the Book of the Maxims of the Saints) 
he mentions only, two Prelates, Monſieur 
de Chaalous and I, that had drawn them 
up, without thinking then that he ſhould 
-name himſelf as one of the Authors. -He 
remember*d the diſpoſition of Mind we 
were all in when we fign'd. - Thus you 
have an Account of the little Myſtery we 

| D 4 were 
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K'ere put upon meerly in regard to his 
Adyantage. | 1 hear his Friends give out, 
that this. was as a ſecret of . Confeſſion a- 
mong. us, which he wonkd not diſcover, 
and that we have revealed it. Never any 
ſuch thing came into our thowghts, nor 
did we imagin any other Secret but that 
only of having a regard to his Honour, 
and of his retraQation underxa more ſpe- 
cious Title, If he had not declared him- 
ſelf too much in his Book, and then for- 
ced our ſilence, that Secret ſhould ſtill 
Have lain 4n Darkneſs, 

We have ſeen how in one of his Let- 
ters he offer'd to make a general Confeſ- 
ſion to me; , he well knows that I never 
accepted that offer, Whatever could have 
relation to Secrets of that nature, upon 
his inward diſpoſition, is forgotten, and 
will never be calld in queſtion, The Arch- 
biſhop of Cambray infinuates in ſome of his 
Writings, That I made nice Exceptions to 
ſome of his Reſtrictions, and that the Arch- 
biſhop of Paris took me vp ſharply for 
at. We have then both of ys forgotten 
it, ſince we have no Idea of it left in 
our Minds We were all along ſo una- 
nimous, that we never had any occaſion 
to perſwade one. another, and being 
wholly guided by the ſame Spirit of Tra- 
dition, we were all the time of one 
and the ſame nmund.

14, The Archbiſhop of Cambray continued 
lo ſtedfaſt in the ſpirit of ſubmiſſion God 
had put him into, that, having deſir'd me 
ro Gonſecrate him, two days before that 
divine Formality, kneeling and kiſſing the 
Hand that was to Conſecrate him, he took. 
it to witneſs that he would never enter- 
tain any other DoErine but mine, IT was 
cordial, - and I dare ſay it, more at his 
Devotion than he was at mine, But I 
received that ſubmiſſion as I had done 
all others of the ſame nature, which are 
ſtill to þe ſeen in his Letters. My Age; 
my being older in Orders than he, the 
ſimplicity of my Sentiments conformable 
to thoſe of the Church, gnd the Perſon 
I was to at, gave me that confidence.

back all the Papers as they were given 
me, not keeping ſo much as one, nor a-

Pyotedor , the ſuſpicion wherewith he was dij- 
honoured abroad, will now be found a cer- 
tainty?

What 'I cannot conceal is, that ' ſhe ſet up 
always for a Prophetefs ; I have in-her W ri- 
tings figrd with her own hand, that God 
had put into her diſpoſal the life. 'of | ſuch 
as oppoſe themſelves to her Viſions : She 
has' made Prelates and Archbiſhops, ' far 
different from thoſe the Holy Ghoſt hath 
choſen: ' She has alſo made ſuch Predicti- 
-ons as would ſtrike horror into thoſe that 
hear them. You have already ſeen what 
ſhe had © foretold as to the ProteCQtion- of 
her - Sent Prayer by the King himſelf: She 
-has ſince given out, that after what ſhe calls 
Perſecution, her Prayers would. ſpring up 
3gain under a Child : The Prophecy has 
been taken notice of to that Auguſt Infant, 
without making any Impreſſion npon his 
Mind. God forbid I ſhould accuſe -M. de 
Cambray, nor the wiſe Heads that are a- 
- bout. that lovely Prince, of the Diſcourſes 
that have been made to him concerning 
It; but there are amongſt all Parties, Peo-

Rome her ſelf had declared her Sentiments, 
and ſo many Prelates in France and other 
Places, had followed her Example, that it 
was impoſſible to diſſemble any longer the 
miſchievous Effects of thoſe Books, and the 
Scandal given thereby over all the World. 
Notwithſtanding M. de Cambray, who had 
given them for a Rule to ſuch as had confi- 
dence in him, will not to this very Day 
retract them. And leaſt he ſhould condemn 
them, he breaks all meaſures with his Bre- 
thren ; and yet he is not willing we ſhould 
ſee his bigotted conceit of thoſe Books : 
What follows will make it appear much 
better. At preſent it ſuffices to take notice 
of two things that reſult from his Diſcourſe: 
The one is, That he ſuffers Madam Guyon 
to be eſteemed by illuſtrious Perſons, whoſe re= 
putntion is dear to the Church, and who bad 
confidence in him. He adds: 7 neither could 
or ought to have been ignorant of her IWri- 
tings: It is then by her Writings, that 
he allows her to be eſteemed of by Per- - 
ſons truly illuſtrious, who had confidence 37 
bim; in a word, whom he guided. They. 
eſteemed Madam Guyon and her Writings,

But who cah deny that M. de Cam- 
bray was obliged to diſabuſe thoſe illuſtri- 
ous Perſons of the eſteem he had giveri 
them ( or allow'd *em to have if you 
will) of Madam Guyoz and her Books ? the 
thing then in queſtion is not at their Repnta- 
tion, which was protected by the authority 
of M. of Cambray: Onr buſineſs is to know 
whether M. de Cambray himſelf wonld not 
too much preſerve his own Reputation in 
their Minds, and in the Minds of ſo: many 
others who knew how he recommended M. 
Guyon, to ſuch as put confidence in his Con- 
duct: Whether he would nor too rnuch 
{ave the Approbation he had given of Books 
ſo pernicious, and diſlik'd wherever they ap- 
pear'd. This is- what M. de Cambray can- 
not _ excuſe himſelf from, after his Confeſſi- 
on juſt now mention'd. Seeing by that in 
the ſecond place, it now appears, That he

ſtical Langnage, when ſhe has ſaid in her

when ſhe redwces to the inferior fort of Con- 
templation, that of the particular Attri- 


butes, and of the Divine Perſons, withott 


excepting Jeſus Chriſt himſelf: Ts that a 


myſtical Language, to ſuppreſs all Deſire, e- 


ven of our Salvation, and of Heavenly Joys, 
only out of a deſire to reſt upon the Will of 
God, either known or unknown, either for 
our own Salvation and that of others, or 
for our Damnation, What 1s afterwards 
drawn out of her Short 2Zcthod, and inter- 
pretation of the Sug in the Book of the ſorts 
of Prayer, tho? it be no leſs pernicious, is, 
according to M. de C, a myſtical Language. 

It is true indeed, but this myſtical Language 
is that of the falſe myſticks of our Days: Of 
Falcons, Molino's, and Malavals, all condem- 
demned Authors ; but not that of any appro- 
ved Myſtick. You ſee how M. de Cambray 
excuſes the Books of M. Guyon, Top take 
what has been juſt now recited, and whatez 
ver is of the ſame nature in the literal Senſe, 
and according to the Conſequence of the Diſ- 
courſe, is in the Senſe of .that Prelate, rigo- 
rous and ſevere, tho? it be the natural ſenſe 
of ?em, and that which he endeavours to exs 
cuſe, in order that thoſe pernictous Books 
might

might remain authoriſed, tho* he knows in. 
his Conſcience, that he is not able. to juſtific 
them; and therefore to ſave them, he has 
recourſe to that abſurd method of judging of 
the ſenſe of a Book, by the particular Know- 
ledge. he has of the Sentiments of the Au- 
thor, and not of the Sentiments of an Author 
by the words of his Book, to this end are 
all the fine. Excuſes of M. de Eambray direCt- 
ed. Burt laſtly, this rigorous ſenſe, as he 
calls it, 1s that which aſtoniſſd and ſcanda- 
liz'd all Chriſtendom: And to Anſwer fo 
boldly for Madam Guyon, that ſuch things 
never came into :her Thoughts, 1s another 
bold ſtroke of judging of her Words by her 
Thoughts, and not of her Thoughts by her 
Words; this is always to opens the Door to 
the groſſeft of Equivocations, and to furniſh 
Excuſes for the moſt pernicious of Books. 


14. It istrue indeed, that to this very day 
M. de Cambray makes uſe of this method ; he 
would have us divine what were his Senti- 
ments in his Book of Maxims, tho? he hath 
not ſo much as ſaid one word of them ; and 
we mult not wonder that, after having juſti- 
fied Madam Guyon by ſo falſe a Doctrine, as 
that we have juſt now heard, he ſhould alfo 
make uſe of it to juſtifie himſelf.

- have nothing to add upon that Fact, were ic not for the 
particular Accuſations'whe they attack me. 

z. Butif any one hasa Mind te be ſatisfied by his own 
Eyes, as to the. fairneſs of my Conduct ; let him but 
read the Writing 'T addrefled ro M. de Cambray, before the 
ngingot our Declaration. If the Reader thinks it tedi- 
ous to be referred-to other Writings, and would find all 
in this ; here's in-ſhort what I ſaid : Thar afcer ſo manly 
Writings, we muſt"'take a ſhorter way, and where alſo we 
may explain our ſelves more preciſely, which i 4 Conference 
Viva Voce; that this way was always uſed, and even 
by che Apoſtles, as the - moſt efficacious and gentle, to 
agree about any thing, 3s being often propoſed him, I did 
again propoſe it my ſelf by writing, «pon condition 30 put 
far away from me all manner of Contention, and to be declared 
an Enemy of Peace, if on my fide it was not amicable and re- 
{eitfur As for what he ſeemed to fear my quickneſs, as 
he called it, I alledged co.him che Experience, not only 
of my Conferences wth the Miniſters, but alſo thoſe we had4 
ſometimes together upon #his Occaſion, without having raiſed my 
Voice fo much as balf « Note higher.

* yence, if defired ; but that we were to begin at what was moſt 
ſbotr,oſt decifive,and moſt expre(s,0 added alſo moſt charitable; 
notbing being able 10-ſupply Verbal Conference, and 4 lively tho' 
plain Diſcourſe onthe preſence of Feſus Chriſt in the midſt ofus, 
when'we ſhiuld he aſſembled in bis Name to agree upon tbe Truth. 
-. 5. Every body was amazed at the inflexible Reſuſal of 
M. de Cawbray during fix Weeks, \we have undeniable Wit- 
nefles for it, and they earneſtly deſired to have us confer 

together... I refuſed no Conditions ; a Clergy-man of 
Note being moved, as every Bodyelte:was, with the cha- 
ritable deſire ofre-uniting the-Biſhops, oblig'd me to give 
my:Word ro agree to:a Conference; where he ſhould be. 
It-hehadtoldthe' Anſwer he brought me, to me alone; 
perhaps we ſhould have left it with himſelf: It was ina 
word, that M. de Cambray would not have it ſaid, -that 
he-changed any thing by the Advice of M. de Meaux.:. If 
this Frelate won't grant that this: was 'his Anſwer, let 
him make ſuch an one as he pleaſes; - but we may ſee that 
he cannot make any that's good. However, I my ſelf ſent 
him the Writing, the: Extrafts whereof you have juſt 
-now heard: It is not long, one may read it over-in leſs 
than a quarter of an Hour,amongſt thoſe I have colleed : 
M.'de Cambray does not deny tnat he received it. Here's 
five great Letters he addreſſes ro'me, where he only re- 
prehends me for having faid in my Writing, that I bore 
him in my Bowels ; he does not- believe it poſſible for.a 
' Man t0-bear inhis Bowels, ſuch as hereproves for the ſake 
of the Truth, nor to-deplore their State, but by ſhedding 
artificial. Tears to tear them the more in pieces. - Why 
did he not cometo the Conference, to try the Strength of 
tuch brotherly Tears and Diſcourſes, which Charity, :I 
dare ſay ſo,the Truth had inſpired us with. We expected 
three Weeks the effeCt of that new. Invitation, andthe 
.-Peclaration was notfent, *rill at laſt: we had A 
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all the mild ways imaginable, of which Declaration we 
muſt yet ſpeak a Word. 


' SECTION 1X. 


Upon the Declaration of the three Biſhops, and the 
Summa Doftrine. 


I, Ny. complain it is too ſevere, but the Arch-bi- 
& ſhop of Paris has truly affirmed, that the Arch- 
biſhop of Cambray has been very much ſpared therein. 
We have there kept under filence, thoſe Temptations of 
a particular kind, which cannot be reſiſted, and of which 
we could not forbear to ſpeak in another place, where- 
in we had kept nuder Silence thoſe Compliances of 
' Tneenuous Souls upon humbling things indefinitely, which 
ſhould be commanded them: The Deprivation not only of all 
Comfort, but alſo of all Liberty ; that readineſs to forſake all, 
and the way it ſelf, that teaches this readineſs : That Diſpoſition 
without bounds, to all theprafices laid upon them, and that u- 
niverſal forgerfulneſs of their Experiences, of tbeir Readings, 
of the Perſons they have formerly conſulted with confidence : 
Laſtly, We there kept under * Tm. the Poſſe tons, the 0b- 
ſeſſions, and other extraordinary things, which the Author 
had given'us, as b:loaging 10 the interior ways : It is known 
what pſe the falſe Spiricualiſts make of it, as well as of 
other things juſt now mentioned. M. de Cambray himſelf 
infinuates it, and we receive little Comfort in hearing him 
ſay, that the way of pure Love and pure Faith that he teach- 
es, 1s that wherein you fhall ſee leſs of is than in others ; as 
if nothing were to be done here, but to conſider the more 
or the lets, and that he ought not to have explained him- 
ſelf more expreſly againſt ſuch abominations. 
'* 2. The Author objeQs continually, that we have not 
taken Notice of his Corre&tives, wherewith he will have 
his Book to be fuller than any other Book whatever ; that 
is the very thing we complained of: We thought it an 
Unhappineſs for a book of that Nature, to have ſo many 
CorreCtives, as it is fora Rule to need too many Excep- 
tions: The Truth is more fimple, and that which muſt 
be ſo often modified, diſcovers naturally an ill Founda- 
tion : He had nothing to do, but to explain himſelf fim- 
ply, as he had promiſed : Whatſoever he hach ſaid upon 
the abſolute Sacrifice, has only afforded Difficulties in t? e

of the Perſwaſion, not inward byt apparent, which ſerves 
only to excuſe the Language of Molinos,as has been ſhewed 
elſewhere. All impartial Readers acknowledge, that thefe 
CorreCtives are but ſo many Perplexities, fit to make Men 
mzd, apd we have ſeen enough to make us ſenfible of the 
Snares, that ignorant People meet with .1n the obſcurity of 
that Book, which promiſed fo much plainneſs, and neatly 
to cut off all Equivocations. Sa 
3, One of the things they cry up moſt as an excellent 
Correttive, is the falſe Articles, where"tis true, M. Cam- 
bray condemns the falſe Myſtical Divines, the Arch-biſhop 
of Paris has diſcovered the Subtilty of it ; a Man entangles 
himſelf naturally, when he will not condemn what he 
dares not defend openly. In another place he oyerſtrains 
Quietiſm, the better to paſs over the Er-

faux p. 31,32. to hate God eternally, nor to bate himſelf with | 
lh a real hatred, fo that we ceaſe to love in our 
Art 12. faux (vue the Work of God, and his Image > Who

abſolute hatred, as ſuppoſing the work of the Creator not to be 
good? To carty the renouncing of one's ſelf ſo ſar , by an imji- 
©:4 hatred of our Soul, which ſuppoſe it to be evil in its nature, 
according to the principle of the Manichees * When we ſhoot 
at this rate, we ſhoot at random, we paſs oyer the body, 
and after the manner of the Poets, endeavour to fatisfie 
che juſt averſion of the faithful againſt Quietiſm, by giv- 
ing them a Phantom to tear in pieces.

it, ſuch manifeſt Calumnies, after they have had their Ef- 
fet upon certain Perſons: And. whether Juſtice and 
Truth require not a more Expreſs and more Authentick

2, They boaſt mightily in thoſe Writings of the great 
Number of Biſhops and-DoRors that favour. the Senti- 
ments of the Arch-biſhop of Cambray, and that nothing 
but fear hinders them from declaring themſelves ; they 
ſhould at leaſt name one, but they dare not ; the Biſhops 
have not_ been infefted, and M. ds Cambray cannor cite 
tor his Qpinzon any one Doctor of Note.

<Tlares it in his Letter of the 3d. of Auguſt, 1697. It is 
true, that in a following Letter he ſpeaks theſe words : 
God forbid I ſhould preſcribe a Law to my Superior + My pro- 
miſe of Subſcribing, and to publiſh a Mandate conformable 
Pbereunto, is abſolute and without Reſtrifion. What meant 
then thoſe words in the Letter of the 34. of Auguſt ? 1 
hall only defere of the Pope, that he would be pleaſed to mark 
preciſely tbe Errors he Condemns, and the Senſe in which he 
Con1enns them, to the end that my Subſcription may be with- 
out Reftrition. Without that then the Reſtrifion is un- 
avoidable : Burt this is to put the Pope and the Church 
upon impoſlibilities. There ſhould never have been any 
Deciſion, if chis Chnrch muſt have foreſeen all the Sen- 
ſes which the vicious fertility of ſubtle Wits could have 
produced : *At this rate we ſhould neither have had 
the Hsmouſion of Nice, nor the Theotows of Epheſus. We 
fee then that the Moderare Wiſdom of Sr. Paul is to be 
followed, otherwiſe we ſhall fall .into vain and undeter- 
minable Queſtions, forbid by that Apoſtle. 

4 They may fay perhaps, that M. de Cambray retracts 
that abſurd Propoſition. in his Second Letter :- But it is 
not fo ;_ ſeeing he continues to demand, that the Pope 
ſhould be pleaſed to Mark every Propeſition worthy of Cenſure, 
with the preciſe Senſe upon which the Cenſure is to fall, 
This is azain to replunge himſelf into impoſſivilities, by 
which all Ecclefiaſtical Deciſions are eluded. If M. 1: 
Cembray declares thar he will ſubmit, and zhas no body fba!! 
ever ſer bim, whatever bappens, neither write nor ſneak to 
evade the Condemnation of his Work : It is at the ſame time 
in declaring that be will Content himſelf to demand of the 
Pope 4 particular Inſtrufion upon the Errors he is 10 rejef.

Submiſſion 3 and altho' the Truth compels me to re- 
mark what i]1 things he publiſhes, I w2ll bope always with 
St: Paul, for betcer, tho' I fo ipeak : Confidimus me- 
lors, tamerfi ita loquimur. 


SECT. XL 


CONCLUSION, 


I. E have been Oblig'd then in fine to reveal the 
falſe Myſteries of our days : Here you have 
it in ſhort, ſuch as it has appeared in the former Dil- 
courſes : A New Propheteſs has undertaken to raiſe up 
again the Guide of Molinos, and the Prayer which he 
teaches therein : Ic is wich this Spirit ſhe is fil'd : The 
Myſterious Woman of the Kevelarions, it is with this 
Child ſhe is bigg: The Work of this Woman is not fi- 
niſhed ; we are come to the Times which ſhe calls Times 
of Perſecution, when the Martyrs, as ſhe ſays, of the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt ſhall ſuffer. The time ſhall come, and accor- 
ding to her we are. at the brink of it, when the Reign 
of the Holy Ghoft and of Prayer, whereby ſhe under- 
ſtands her own, which is that of Molino, ſha)l. be eſta- 
bliſhed with a Train of Wonders, that ſhall amaze the 
Univerſe: From thence comes that Communication of 
Graces ; from thence comes it that a Woman has the 
power of binding and unbinding. It is evidently true, 
that ſhe has forgot what ſhe has Subſcribed before me, 
and before others more conſiderable, upon the Condem- 
. nation both of her Books, and of the DoCtrire contain- 
ed therein. Every Biſhop ought to give an Account 1a 
Convenient time, of what the Diſpoſition of the Divine 
Providence has put in his Hand : Therefore I have been 
conſtrained to explain, that the Arch-biſhop of Cambray, 
a Man of that Dignity, is fallen into that unhappy My- 
ſtery, and has made himſelf the Defender, tho' by indi- 
Te& ways, of that Woman and her Books. 
2, He will not fay, that he knew not that rrogunns 
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and non-ſenſieal Communication. of Graces,.nor ſo ma;y 


pretended Prophecies, nor the pretended apoſtolicy 
 Miſlion of that Woman, when he has ſuffer'd her, ac. 


cording to his own Confeſſion, to be eſteemed by fo ma. 


ny great Perſons who put a Confidence 1n him as to Ma:. 


ters of Conſcieace. He had then ſuffer'd a Woman to he 
eſteemed, who-Propheſted according to the Delulſions of 
her Heart. His great Intimacy with that Woman, wg 
grounded upon her Spirituality, and this was the only 
Bond of their Correſpondence : This is what we haye 
ſeen writ with his own Hand, after which we have ng 
Treaſon to be amazed at his having undertaken the De.

moirs before thoſe that were choſen Arbitrators 3 nor 
1s 1t neceſſary for me to repreſent the long Extradcts of 
m1 have yet by me, ſeeing the. ſubſtance of 'em is to 
be found in the Book of the Maxims of the Saints. 

4. That he might have a Precext for defending thoſe 
pernicious Books, the Text whereof he himſelf rhought 
cauld ngt be maintained, he muſt have recourle to a hid- 
den-ſenſe, which that Woman has diſcover'd to him ; he 
malt ſay, that he has explained thoſe Books better than 
the Books explained themſelves; the Seaſe that naturally 
qffers, is not the true Seſe : It is but a rigorous Senſe, 
which. he affures us ſhe never thoughe on ; fo that to un- 
derſtand them well, we muſt read the thoughts of their 
Author ; we-muſt gueſs what is known to M. of Cambry
